SAN FRANCISCO STOCK REPORT.

Sax Fuawcmco, Feb, 11,
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Mevpy Vavngy, —We yestorday hud an
mterview with Hamilton MeKkane, one of
onur pioneers, who lus just returned from
a wip down to the Muddy Valley, about
125 wiles south of Pioche, whither he
bnd gome in quest of & farming locition,
He gives o glowing acconut of the adap-
tability to cultivation of the country
down there.,  When he left the Muddy
Vulley, less than a week ago, the new
grass wis from six to eight inches high,
wheat and barley were up from three to
fornr inchies, and prepazatious were Leing
made to set out vegetables,  There are
about thirty furms located and under
cultivation, bat thousands of aeres, Mr.
AMcKane says, are vucant aud subject to
Liomestead ‘and pre-emption entry, The
tructs now elaimed extend along down
the valley for a distance of fifty miles.
The Muddy is a belld, clear stronm, water
nelght to ten fest deep, and the en-
villley can be ensily aud inexpensive-
irrigated,  There is an nbandanes of
Il timber for fuel on the banks of the
k; bt timber for butlding and fene-
L purposes can nl.’liy ba e enred 1-}'
voing baek to the mountains from twenty
o thirty miles, We view this ns one of
the best openings on the continont for
those desirous of taking ap nnd improv-
ing Giovernment lands.  The Muddy Val-
ity 18 the only pass for a raileond from
hiers to the Colorado river, anid is on the
tirect route to the valuuble eoal, iron
and salt deposits iu the oxtreme sontl-
rnstern part of the State. Two evops of
krain n year can be and have been raised.
Lhe elimante is Italian in character, nud
ull the gemi-tropieal fraits can ba abun-
duutly prodoced, It cannot ln’-!“!'iﬁﬂ-]l'
thit these magnificent lands will be nn-

MEN TO LOOK AFTER.

How the Genernl Government Une
neeessarily Hipends Hundreds of
Thousands—THow it Can Save Mun-
dreds of Thousands,

As the General Government is paying
interest on over S500,000,000, we muy
count among its expenditores the inter-
est lost on dead capital, the same ns we
would iu figuring np the receipts and
disbursements of an individual. We
may add, as a part of the Government's
current expeuses, 53¢ per cent. per an-
uum on every dollar of capital held in
untiecessary innetivity—that being about
the nverage of interest she pays her
bond-holders. Then, il seven months
nre taken to transport five million dol-
lars' worth of supplies to certain milita-
ry posts, which might be transported in
one month, there is an unnecessary ex-
pense of 2% cents on every dollur, or
on ugoresate unnecessaty cxpenditure of
FLTT77.70,  And to this might be add-
ed, probably, as much more, for the de-
teriorating effocts of time upon the val-
ue of the commodities shipped and loss
from moro frequent handling and greater
distunce travelsd.

The direct upplication of thess spects
lations is this, that it costs the General
Government to ship to the Arizons mili-
tary posts five million dollars’ worth of
supplies, from any Esstern city by wa
of San Franciseo and the Gulf of Cali-
fornin, admitting freight rates for the
vound trip to be just the same ns by the
tirect over-land route, at least $£250,000
wore than there i any necessity of its
paying.  Every year that it continnes to
ship by the peean route it just as un-
necessarily throws away $250,000 of the

wople's money, in the items of loss of

interest on dend capital and deterioration
from delayed transit, us if that mount
had been bornt up in o bonfire at the
national eapitnl.  But the freight rates
sre not the sume by the two routes,

Freights on the overlund route, from

point of shipment to point of discharge,

woulil be at least one-hatf  lexs thay is
being aud hus been paid Ly the ocean
tonte. By the lattar, the supplies travel

thousinds of milles by water cuarriage, a

great part of the way through o deterio-

mating tropieal elimate, und then, bofore
reaching their tingl destinntion, must
£o almost ag much further by lond ps
they would have gone if shipped over-
land direct.  Every pound of military
supplies thus delivered to the A yizoun
malithry posta—and so they always have
been and continne to be transported —
tosts the Government from 18 to 25 cents

o pound, Iu just one-seventh the time

they could be delivered from Pahsado or

Toano, by way of Pioche, nt un aggro-

gate cost of not overone-halfthat. Now,

we will assitme the average cost by the
ovean ruute to be 20 cents o ponnd from

St. Lounis to Fort Whipple, and the

weight to be moved 10,000,000 pounds

per nunum-—that freight rute being be-
low rather than above tha troe figure,
while the quantity canuot be far oot of
the way. This gives us nn aggregato ont-
lay for transportation of S2,000,000,
Freights from l'ulis.u]z! Liere nrs 4 vents,

Now, with these indisputuble figures

tary wux{m road from Pioclie, in South-
eastern Nevada, to Fort Whipple, in Ari-
zonn? By grauting it Congress  would
add, the first year after its  completion,
E1,150,000 to the public treasury, sud
sve 51,250,000 o year aftorwards.  And
the military road would be the wvant
courier of carly railrond communication,
which wonld add millions to the taxable
property of the nation, We  hope to
hear of the introduction of o bill asking
for such an  approprintion  befora the
close of the present session.
